Telecommu- 
nications infrasUTJCture, environmen- 
tal and land reclamation technolo- 
gies, mines and mineral research, 
cancer and cardiac research, and the 
Neutrino Observatory serve to form 
the base of a critical mass that now 
enjoys global recognition. Sudbury 
is well positioned to grow in the new 
economyof the coming decades. Ap- 
proximately 70% of all employment 
in the Region is derived from indus- 
tries that will continue to be the driv- 
ers of economic growth into the next 
century." 

Actually, this report doesn't 
sound so much like propaganda as it 
docs truth, which is quite unique. 
The region also wishes ,to enhance 
many of these fine programs by cre- 
ating even closer tics with local and 
international businesses, education

and government centres. 

Frank Mazzuka is particularly 
positive about the upcoming year. In 
part of his speech, he refered to a plan 
called "The New Way". Comment- 
ing on the new way, Mazzuka stated, 
"I will be working with young people 
in the coming year to find some solu- 
tions to the problems that they are 
experiencing. I recognize the impor- 
tance of getting youth involved in 
determining their future and that's 
why The New Way initiative for youth 
will be driven by youth. Our young 
people are our future. We need to 
give them a helping hand so they 
have access to information about jobs, 
programs, and agencies that can be of 
assistance." 

Of course, this is kind of funny 
since the province already pro- 
vides youth with this service on 
the internet and through the 
SRDC. However, we'll give him 
a mighty hazza for his rhetoric. 

Mazzuca, however, didn't 
comment much on the state of public 
and private school boards, vital to 
youth, and the troubles that may be 
forthcoming under the new educa- 
tion property taxes. The provincial 
government has assumed full control 
of these taxes, which in turn has cre- 
ated a reduction in revenue. The 
school boards will now be funded, 
according to the provincial govern- 
ment, in the following manner: 

• The province will assume re- 
sponsibility for setting the rate 
for residential education prop- 
erty tax; on average, many resi- 
dential properties would see an 
education tax decrease of about 
50%, although this may vary de- 
pending on the level they are 
paying now. 

• The province will assume re- 
sponsibility for an additional $2.5 
billion in elementary/secondary 
education funding through in- 
creased provincial grants. 

The province will also assume 
the responsibility for setting the 
rate for business education prop- 
erty tax, which municipalities 
will collect and distribute among 
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school boards, serving their mu- 
nicipality according to enrol- 
ment. This means that business 
will continue to support educa- 
tion and the revenue raised from 
business property taxpayers will 
remain in the community in 
which it was raised. 
The new funding model is 
meant toequalize the resources avail- 
able to all areas of Ontario, in order to 
provide the same quality education 
across Ontario. According to the 
government, the new model will: 

• fund all students according to 
their needs, not the local taxa- 
tion base 

• provide parents with a clear ba- 
sis for assessing the financial 
performance of their school 
board 

provide funds to recognize the 
cost of educating students, in- 
cluding special circumstances 
such as students learning Eng- 
lish as a second language; stu- 
dents with special needs; and 
students in remote communities 

• address the added transportation 
and heating expenses associated 
with providing education in the 
North and the special education 
needs in the urban centres of 
immigrant populations 

So, what's Mazzuca really 
talking about? Does he just want to 
chit-chat with kids? Is he serious 
about helping out Sudbury youth? 
Let's hope that his intentions are good 
and he does want to help some stu- 
dents out. 

While on the topic of govern- 
ment funding and education, what's 
up at Laurentian in terms of money 
available for the coming year? Well, 
our illustrious assistant news editor, 
Anna Steven did some digging and 
found the following: 

"Laurentian University is 
coming into some money. The On- 
tario government announced in No- 
vember that 29 million dollars would 
be made available for post-second- 
ary institutions which have a history 
of being underfunded. LU was one of 
these institutions, and will be receiv- 
ing $740,000 this year to help bring 
its funding level up to par. 

This good news comes right 
after some not so great news: the 



Laurentian Universtiy Board of Gov- 
ernors has been empowered by the 
Ontario government to increase tui- 
tion by 1 0% when it creates the budget 
for the upcoming year. 

The SGA is formally calling on 
the Board of Governors to use this new 
funding to help offset the proposed 
rise in tuition fees. Jamie Wylie, the 
president of the SGA, said that when 
the Board of Governors raised tuition 
fees last year, "they claimed that they 
would have preferred not to. This year 
they have an opportunity to avoid this. 
The ball is in their court." A tuition 
freeze campaign will be launched at 
Laurentian in the coming weeks to 
raise student and faculty awareness of 
the new funding and its potential uses. 

The ball is in their court, in- 
deed. What happens when the fit hits 
the shan? Will President Walters still 
be marching with us, or will his love 
for "fellow learners" falter when it 
means the most to us? We'll be find- 
ing out soon and you can bet that if it 
doesn't go our way this time, some- 
thing's going to be done by students. 
Rumour has it that Todd Bosak will be 
running for VP Student Issues once 
more. You can bet that he, and the 
semi-militant Canadian Federation of 
Students, will rise with the apocddypse 
in mind. I'll sit here and write about 
any tuition hike, mockingly. That'll 
be my not-so-subtle contribution. 

In all of this, Howard Hampton 
is still reported as saying that all we 
have to do is heavily tax the upper- 
class, create a tuition freeze, then a 
roll-back. It's that simple! Though, 
he neverdid comment on how this is to 
be implemented. Good little NDP 
man. 

Besides this, the univserity has 
given us a way to make our education 
cheaper. Not as a whole, but on an 
individual level. Have you heard of 
this? You get cheapertuition for bring- 
ing in other people to this university. 
That 's right, discounted rates for bring- 
ing others into the university. TTie 
more that you get the cheaper the rates. 
Ever heard of this? Similarly, the 
more people that you get to sell 
Amway, the more money you make. 
Ever heard of this? I don't know. 
There's something odd about a uni- 
versity that's about to base itself on the 
ideals of a near marketing scheme. 
I'm not saying that it's completely 
bad, but it does sound a little cheesy. I 
can imagine going back to southern 
Ontario and talking to high-school kids, 
telling them that yes, they should join 



Laurentian University. "If not for 
yourself, do it for me. Get your 
friends to join, and you too and get 
your education for free.

Enough of the financial as- 
pects of what's going on at this 
university. There'smore. Actually, 
this next idea, seemingly dealing 
with only sports is actually just an 
indicator of something evil in 
Canada.

Just kidding. These two pub- 
lishers are after good and interesting 
poetry but beyond that, the similari- 
ties pretty much stop. The focus 
here, J&J Publishing - by Salter 
Drummond, Sudbury' s newest sur- 
prise on the poetry scene. We all 
expect Roger Nash, Laurence Steven, 
Melanie Marttila and Kim Fahner to 
produce and publish great poetry, as 
well as others, of course (but here I 
have to try and suck-up to my profes- 
sors), but then Salter Drummond 
comes along and shows us something 
different. 

The two chapbooks currently 
published (with reports of two more 
coming in the near future) are Fall of 
a Fantasist, by James Doule and Im- 
mortal Fixations by Salter 
Drummond. They are available at 
various locations around town, or by 
directly contacting J&J Publishing 
at: salterdrummond@hotmail.com. 
And now, about the 
chapbooks. First, Fall of a Fantasist. 
The title is interesting, as it suggests 
the fall of a fantasist but the poetry is 
in the spirit of fantasy - or at least 
near, modern fantasy. Doule, in "The 
Fleeting Conversation" plays on mis- 
understandings to capture certain so- 
cial oddities. The mindless hopping 
from intangible conversations (be- 
tween characters) is well executed, 
keeping it interesting, humorous, and 
still relevant to what's going on 
around us. 

As well. Mad Cow, a charac- 
ter that is seemingly realistic pops his 
head up here and there, but eventu- 
ally gets thrown off the stage. It's 
quite unique the way that this charac- 
ter works in the book. His appears 
only briefly, but powerfully as well. 

The only problem is near the 
end, in "Life is a Manufactured Sigh". 
This is little more than a rant, which 
resolves itself with an "Oh well." For 



such a fine selection of writings, it 
almost looks like a piece of work that 
came from someone else. It grows 
tiresome after just a couple of lines.

Immortal Fixations 
by Salter Drummond. Drummond 
doesn ' t have the same sense of humor.

However, his poetry 
doesn't require the humor. His talent 
is more evident in the images used. 



often flowing throughout a poem, but 
sometimes literal connections are 
made. However, the literal connec- 
tions that he makes are easy to follow 

and still relate to a 

central theme. There 
is a similarity be- 
tween T.S. Eliot and 
Salter Drummond, in 
that they both seem 
distraught. Luckily 
for me, and plenty of 
other people, reading 
Drummond isn't 
nearly as tedious. 

Much like 
Doule, Drummond 
picks apart social 
convention in a fash- 
ion that means some- 
thing to the reader. 
This kind of poetry is 
growing in popular- 
ity for this reason, 
(perhaps more so to 
the younger reader). 
We've had it with 
what's going on, and 
this kind of poetry is 
what we want. The 
images are "cool" 
and we agree with the thoughts; for 
the most part. 

Take this snippet, for exam- 
ple: 

Through these streets you walk 

Taking you nowhere, teaching you 

nothing 

Making you feel so sour, impure 

or 

wicker railroads 
around the icy poles 
capturing innocence 
murdering the stale minds of the drift- 
ers aloof 

Of course, there is some gore, 
some complaining, and soon, but it's 
well done. Very rarely are his ideas 
lost or obscured.

Dear LU Students, 
re: strike vote

take place in the period following a 
Board of Governors decision on this 
matter.

I will just mention how the SGA 
came to the decision to call the refer- 
endum. As we think about the issue, 
two significant facts emerge. First, 
tuition has gone up on a regular basis. 
Often, as tuition has risen, and this 
University has become less accessi- 
ble, students have demonstrated their 
discontent. Whether it has been sit- 
ins, rallies in the community or ral- 
lies in town, there has been a proud 
history of activism at Laurentian. 

The second significant factor 
over the years is the fact that all 
tuition increases have been direct gifts 
from the provincial government. 
Often, they have also come about as 
a result of federal government cuts in 
transfer payments to the provinces. 
To a large degree, this has changed. 
The current status of tuition increases 
has our very own Laurentian Board 
of Governors having charge over 
whetheror not tuition increases. Make 
no mistake, the government is still 
strangling the university in the area 
of funding, and the fact that we have 
to even worry about tuition going up 
again is to a very large degree their 
fault. 

Regardless of who is to blame, 
we are in an interesting situation. 
Rather than having to convince Mike 
Harris to freeze our tuition (an im- 
possible task), we have thirty or so 
men and women (mostly men) who 
we need to get to. It needs to be the 
fight of our lives as a student union, 
and if we are not listened to, we need 
to know if there should be conse- 
quences. Thus, the strike vote.

Time after Time

As the countdown to the 
new millennium begins, it seems 
that we tend to take time forgranted. 
Some people assume that the twelve 
month system is the best way to 
keep track of time but where did our 
system come from? 

The early Roman calendar 
was based on the phases of the moon. 
Those men who were responsible 
for the telling of the new month 
watched the sky for the phases each 
new moon. The lunar months were 
named: Januarius, Februarius, 
Martius, Aprilis, Maius, Junius, 
Quintilis, Sextilis, September, Oc- 
tober, November, and December. 

Unfortunately lunar 
months were shorter than months 
are presently, so lunar months were 
not as long as the year and would 
eventually disagree with the sea- 
sons. When this occurred, the Ro- 
mans added an extra month: 
Mcrcedonius. If a Roman ruler 
placed the month at the right time, 
the calendar still worked with the 
sea.sons; yet other rulers may have 
used the extra month to collect taxes 
early or to stay in office longer. 

The extra month caused 
enough of a problem that eventually 
the lunar calender no longer corre- 
sponded with the seasons. When 
JuIiusCaesar became ruler of Rome, 
the month of December was coming 
at the end of the summer: the calen- 
dar was a season off! Caesar is cred- 
ited with making the months agree 
with the seasons by adding eighty 



extra days to the year in 46 B.C. This 
year was 445 days long and called 
"the year of confusion"! 

Caesar stopped the use of 
the lunar calendar, the extra month 
and amended the length of each 
month. The calendar was now based 
on the earth's motion around the sun. 
This new calendar was more accu- 
rate, and in order to remain that way, 
every four years an extra day was 
added to February. Thus, our leap 
years originate with Caesar's calen- 
dar. 

The calendar was also 
changed in order to honour the man 
who had reshaped it. The month of 
Quintilis, Julius Caesar's birth month, 
was renamed July. Later, the Roman 
ruler Augustus renamed the month 
Sextilis in his honour: August. 

While the Julian calendar was more 
accurate than any other calendar it 
was still about twelve minutes off. 
This may not sound seem to be a large 
margin but by the 1500's it was ten 
days off. For the church leaders this 
meant that some religious holidays 
were no longer coming at the right 
time. In the year 1582 Pope Gregory 
XIII corrected the Julian calendar by 
skipping the ten days in October. So 
[jeople went to bed on October 4th 
and up on October 15th! Pope 
Gregory also changed the rules about 
the Leap Years, which we follow 
today. The new Gregorian calendar is 
the final model we use today and it is 
believed that this calendar is so accu- 
rate that after thousands of years it 
will never be more than one day off.

Every culture may not agree 
on the date of the new year but it 
appears to be celebrated in every cul- 
ture past and present. In ancient 
Egypt, the calendar was based on the 
rise and the fall of the waters of the 
Nile River. Their astronomers ob- 
served that the star, Sirius, always 
appeared before the waters rose so the 
New Year was measured by the ap- 
pearance of the stars. 

Their calendar was 365 days 
a year. Based on the appearance of the 
star and the flooding of the Nile the 
ancient Egyptians celebrate the new 
year in what would be September 23 
today. For them the flood marks the 
end of one farming year and prepara- 
tions for the next. 

The New Year celebrations 
honoured the god Amon. His effigy 
and those of his wife and son were 
taken from the temple at Kamak and 
transported in decorated barges up- 
stream to Luxor. The Pharaoh traveled 
in his own decorated barge. Priests 
and priestesses were in attendance 
and the royal procession would move 
upstream filling the air with music. At 
the end of the month, the singing, 
dancing and feasting came to an end. 
The sacred fleet made its way back to 
Kamak and the business of the year 
was resumed. 

In Babylonia the calendar 
dates back to 2000 B.C. and it cel- 
ebrated the New Year in spring. It was 
called the festival of Akitu where the 
all powerful king was publicly stripped 
of his fine clothes by the high priests. 



and ordered to go humble himself 
before the gods. While he was gone, 
the laws were suspended, and peo- 
ple did what they liked. Three days 
later the King returned in his splen- 
dour in a grand procession. His au- 
thority was restored and everybody 
returned to their duties and jobs: 
from slaves to soldiers to shopkeep- 
ers. So the ancient Babylonians re- 
ally did start their own lives over in 
the New Year. 

The Romans celebrated 
the New Year in January and it was 
linked to the festival of Saturnalia 
(corresponded with Christmas time). 
January was named after the god 
Janus, who was always portrayed 
with two faces, one looking back 
and the other forward in time. To 
celebrate, they decorated theirhomes 
and exchanged presents such as gold 
or silver to wish wealth, or honey to 
wish peace. The people also sent 
gifts to the emperor. This was also 
the time where laws were relaxed 
and slaves ate with their masters and 
people dressed in odd clothing. 

The Celtic Festival of 
Samhain is when the Celtic people 
celebrated the end of October, 
samhain or Sambian meaning "sum- 
mer's end". The druids, Celtic 
priests, congregated and made new 
rules for the year. They also prac- 
tised divination, predicting events 
in the coming year. The Celtic peo- 
ple took a rather grim look at the 
future believing that this was the 
time where the spirits of the dead 
return to haunt the living. MistlcKx; 
was used because it was believed to

keep spirits away. People joined hands 
and danced around the bonfires be- 
lieving the names would give Ihcni 
strength lo live through the cold 
months ahead. The in- 

fluence of Ihc.sc New Year celebra- 
tions can be .seen in celebrations of 
today, such as Halloween in October.

For some people. New Year' s 
eve marks the end of one year and the 
beginning of another. It is a time to 
celebrate the good and look forward 
to the new. For others, it is a time of 
reflection on the past. In Canada, the 
standard New Year Day falls on Janu- 
ary 1 ; for other cultures New Year 
celebrations come at different times. 
The following celebrations and festi- 
vals are just a few of the many differ- 
ent ways in which different cultures 
mark the beginning of a new year. 

The Jewish New Year is cel- 
ebrated as Rosh Hashanah. With 
origins in the biblical days of old, 
Rosh Hashanah occurs around the 
autumn equinox. For the Jewish com- 
munity it is a time of repentance of 
sins and of commitment to do better 
in the new year. 

Part of the celebration includes 
attending services at the synagogue, 
which features the tradition of blow- 
ing the Shofar, an instrument made of 
a hollowed-out ram' s hom. Accord- 
ing to the Old Testament of the Bible, 
Moses blew the Shofar to call his 
people to hear the Ten Command- 
ments. 

At the Rosh Hashanah dinner, 
people eat honey in hope that die new 
year will be sweet. Fish are also eaten 
as a traditional symbol of plenty. 
Children are often given new cloth- 
ing as part of the festivities. 

St. Sylvester's Eve in some 
European countries like Switzerland, 
marks an important New Year's cel- 
ebration on January 13. The legend 
of St. Sylvester, who became Pope in 
A.D. 314, tells of his capturing a 
terrible seamonstercalled Leviathan. 
While they had thanked their god that 
the monster had been captured, they 
believed that the monster Leviathan 
would return in the year 1 000. A new 
Pope, also named Sylvester, was in- 
stalled in the year 999, and people 
were afraid the legend would repeat 
itself. But the first day of the new 
year saw that Leviathan had not re- 
turned. 

In some European towns, peo- 
ple commemorate the legend by dress- 



ing up in costumes and parading 
through the streets. The people called 
Sylvesterklauses (Sylvester's her- 
mits) wear the costumes to represent 
the demons that helped Leviathan 
and the angels that aided St. Sylvester. 

The Festival of St. Basil 
marks the new year in Greece. St. 
Basil lived from about A.D. 330 to 
380 and was one of the founding 
figures of the Orthodox Church. 
Known for his kindness and generos- 
ity, children leave their shoes by the 
fireplace when they go to bed on New 
Year's Eve and hope to find the shoes 
filled with gifts from St. Basil in the 
moming. 

Another Greek tradition is to 
bake Vassilopitta. It is custom for the 
first piece of the cut cake to be put 
aside for the saint himself. The cake 
contains a ring or gold coin. The 
person who has the coin in their piece 
of cake will have a lucky year. 

The tradition celebrated the 
legend of St. Basil. During his life- 
time the people were too poor to pay 
their taxes, so the saint collected per- 
sonal pieces of jewelry to try and 
save them from punishment. When 
he brought the jewelry to the local 
govemor, he felt sorry and had St. 
Basil return the people's belongings. 
The saint could not remember who 
owned which piece of jewelry so he 
put them all in loaves of bread. When 
the bread was distributed, each item 
miraculously found its way to its origi- 
nal owner. 

Hogmanay is the New Year 
celebrated in Scodand. Part of Hog- 
manay custom is to roll a blazing tar 
barrel through the streets or bum an 
old boat as a symbol of burning up 
the last of the old year to make way 
for the new. This is also a time for 
eating Haggis. A kind of meat and 
oatmeal pudding cooked in a sheep ' s 
stomach. Haggis can be "piped in" at 
ceremonial dinners, where it is car- 
ried in while the bagpipes are played. 

Other traditions that are ob- 
served with Hogmanay is the "first- 
footing". Some Scots believe that the 
first person to enter their homes on 



New Year's day can bring a good or 
bad year. Flat footed people are con- 
sidered unlucky while those who 
bring coal for the fire are considered 
a good sign. The singing of Auld 
Lang Syne is a tradition that began 
as part of the Scot's tradition with 
Hogmanay. 

The Japanese New Year 
Gan-Tan is similar to the celebra- 
tions on January 1, however, they 
have traditional customs that are 
connected to the Shinto religion. 
One of these traditions is to hang a 
kind of rope across the front of their 
homes called a shimenawa. Made of 
rice straw and decorated with strips 
of white cloth it is believed to keep 
out evil spirits. 

For the Vietnamese, New 
Year's is celebrated with the Tet 
Festival. Some Vietnamese believe 
that each family has a household 
god which in the new year travels 
back to heaven, on the back of a 
large carp, to report on how the 
family has behaved in the past year. 
Some households still honor this 
tradition by buying a carp a few 
days before the Tet festival and plac- 
ing it in a large bowl of water before 
the family shrine, releasing the fish 
on the first day of the festival into 
the local river or pond. 

Like the Scottish, the Viet- 
namese also believe that the first 
person through the door on the first 
day of the Tet festival will influence 
the coming year. 

The Chinese New Year 
Yuan Tan coincides with the new 
moon and often falls between Janu- 
ary 2 1 and Febmary 1 9. Each year is 
represented by an animal and those 
bom within the year often share 
similar characteristics. The New 
Year is celebrated with a special 
meal including dumplings with nuts 
and sugar, which symbolize a happy 
family life. Firecrackers arc lit to 
keep away evil spirits which are 
about on New Year's day. There are 
also celebrations in the streets with 
processions of dragons and musi- 
cians, dancers and clowns.

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Procrastination 



I was supposed to finish this article over the Christmas holidays, but I just could not get started. For one thing, I wanted it to be the best article 
that anyone had ever written on procrastination. In my fantasies I wrote it in 20 minutes flat, and it was so good that the Prime Minister invited 
me to Ottawa for lunch to tell me how deeply it had impacted his life. But this made me sort of anxious. Think about it. This kind of success (talk 
shows, book deals, Spielberg holding on line two) would have meant that everyone expected a great article every time I sat down at a keyboard. 
Which, quite frankly, I resented. You see, I also have this problem: I'm pretty smart, but I only seem to be motivated when it is a balls-to- the-wall 
crisis. Then I swoop in to save the day. I like this feeling. But by the time the piece was due, I was so busy that I didn't have time to write it. Instead, 
you're reading this one which was prepared by my mother. 

The above paragraph contains all of the delay tactics that we use when we procrastinate. It also shows three traits common to all procrastinators: 
we all have great intentions that we never quite act on, we are geniuses at rationalization, and we're aware that we're sabotaging our own happiness. 
This regret reinforces further procrastination, and pretty soon our lives are a self-defeating floor show rivaling any in Las Vegas. The dirty secret 
about procrastinators, according to Linda Sapadin, clinical psychologist and professor at Hofstra University, is not that we're lazy. It is that we 
are scared - of not measuring up, of change, of losing control, of.. .fill in your favorite fear. 

Sapadin has spent decades observing people whose lives are on standby. She has identified six main types of procrastinators. See if you've 
been doing the same crazy, work-shirking. New Year's resolution-killing stuff. Then knock it off - now. 

DREAMERS 

Dreamer procrastinators desperately want life to be easy and free of pain. They retreat from the real world and live in their heads, where 
everything is vague, non-threatening, and cozy. They cherish the notion that they're special, that they don't have to play by the rules. This kind 
of "magical thinking" often leads to employment problems, friends and relatives who tire of unkept promises, and the assuming of disguises as 
they flee OSAP collectors. 

Solution: If this sounds like you, you need to leave Never-Never land behind. Recognize the difference between feeling good "at the moment" 
(fantasizing, watching TV, buying things) and "feeling good about yourself (the pleasure of accomplishment, mastery). Doing those derivatives 
for calculus class won't be as exciting as watching football, but it yields greater self-respect and confidence. You also need to ground yourself 
in the present. Lists are good for this. Write down what can realistically be accomplished each day and the specific steps that must be taken to 
accomplish it. Develop a passion for the "middle" stages of projects, the detail-rich area where you tend to check out. 

WORRIERS 

Worrier procrastinators prize security over everything else. They have a narrow comfort zone and become paralyzed when faced with risk or 
change. They suffer what Sapadin calls "anticipatory anxiety": an endless stream of "what ifs" about hypothetical situations, all with negative 
consequences. What if that person I'm considering asking out actually says yes, and then dumps me and breaks my heart? What if I finally drop 
this subject I hate and end up hating another one even worse? Better to be safe, secure, and bored than to face uncertainty. Worriers don't tend 
to have a lot of fun and often suffer from burnout, but for them it beats facing a task head-on. 

Solution: Deep inside most worriers lurks a more vibrant, courageous soul who is bored and sick of their life. According to Sapadin, this indicates 
a willingness to change. Worrier procrastinators should avoid mentally "catastrophizing" tasks. In thinking about a project or event that you are 
facing, try to guard against your natural tendency to overestimate the time it will take, the energy you will have to expend, and the problems it will 
cause in your life. Essentially, be more optimistic. Worrier procrastinators often tend to forget that not making a decision is indeed making a 
decision. By not making a decision, worriers are deciding to allow others to make decisions for them. In addition, turn negative anxiety about 
something into excitement. This way, doing something will not be so anxiety-provoking. 

PERFECTIONISTS 

What's wrong with being a perfectionist you ask? In the abstract, "perfectionism" certainly seems like a virtue. Although we may occasionally 
poke fun at individual perfectionists, we tend to admire the sheer loftiness of their goals. Shouldn't we all strive for perfection? The sad reality 
is that having perfection for a goal is a much more complicated matter than aiming for excellence or a high level of achievement. In many cases, 
a preoccupation with perfection can actually sabotage one's best efforts. The perfectionists procrastinate in such a way that never allows them to 
finish anything. They are constantly trying to go above and beyond the call of duty. However, in having such high expectations for themselves, 
nothing that they do is good enough to be finished: nothing lives up to their standards. 

Solution: Firstly, perfectionists have to realize that they have limited control over how others live their lives. Thus, if perfectionists are frustrated 
by the actions of others, they shouldn't waste a lot of time expecting anyone else to change and become perfect. Sapadin also recommends that 
perfectionists should strive for excellence rather than perfection. Excellence has a much clearer definition than perfection. Therefore, attaining 
it is easier than attaining perfection. Perfectionists should also avoid "all or nothing" thinking. Perfectionists tend to think of things in terms of 
extremes. Try to allow for some middle ground. 

D££1£&S 

The word defier conjures fierce, intimidating images: taut lips spitting out angry refusals; a clenched fist thrust into the air, an insolent face 
scowling above tightly crossed arms. Sometimes, defier procrastinators present these images to people, but most of the time, they don't. As a matter 
of fact, they are more likely to display smiling lips and open palms extended for a handshake of agreement and a kind face radiating cooperation. 
At times, they're convincing. At other times, they can't help sending a confusing mixed message of part agreement, part opposition. Defiers say 
what they want others to hear, but they don't do what they say. They may "shake on it", but they don't act on it. They may look ready and willing, 
but deep down, they're resistant and reluctant. Instead of antagonism, their defiance takes a more slippery and subtle form - procrastination. Tliey 
don't refuse to do things outright. They simply don't do them at all, or else they do them in an inefficient, uncaring manner. 
Solution: Sapadin recommends not to view what others want you to do as a demand. Instead, look at it as a request. Defiers tend to look upon 
every message from the outside worid as an attack on their right to remain completely independent. Defiers also need to be more calm. When they 
sense a burning desire down in their chest, Sapadin recommends "stepping back" and looking at the best course of action before opposing any. 

CRISIS-MAKERS 

"I work best under pressure." If you often hear yourself saying these words, you're probably a crisis-maker procrastinator. What's more, you 
probably take pride in this statement, as if you believed you could summon up marvelous powers of sudden courage, speed, and endurance that 
other people lacked. It's no wonder that when these "less gifted" people urge you to develop steadier work habits, you reply, "...but I only get 
motivated at the last minute!" Your "but" factor involves your fundamental sense of who you are and what makes you special. Crisis-maker 
procrastinators see themselves as being able to weather the last-minute crises that may evolve rather than being the cause of the problem in the first 
place. 

Solution: Crisis-maker procrastinators need to feel interested in doing something in order to get involved in it. This is the reason for their delusion 
of being interested in finishing at the last minute. At least they have the claim to fame that they finished "minutes before it was due." Crisis-makers 
need to identify other self-motivators beside su-ess. Su^ess is a good motivator for awhile, but it, nonetheless, is stressful. Su-css is bad for you. 
If you rely on it, it can really hurt you. Sapadin also recommends that you change your thinking style from "extremist and general to moderate 
and specific." Crisis-makers need to guard against their natural tendency to exaggerate everything (eg. I've already got a million things to do this 
week). They, instead, need to be specific and know exactly what needs to be done and when it needs to be done so that they can start preparing 
ahead of time. 

OVERDOERS 

Overdoer procrastinators are those people who just cannot say "no." They take on a billion-and-one things at any given time. They put off their 
own responsibilities for the sake of helping out others. As a result, the overdoers end up not doing very much. TTiey end up stressing themselves 
out, resulting in a horrible pattern of procrastination. 

Solution: Say goodbye to the Superman/Superwoman myth. Recognize your personal limitations. Don't always think that you can work at your 
peak levels and take on job after job. Overdoers also need to acknowledge the difference between priorities and demands. Priorities are things 
that are important to you. Demands are important to others. Overdoers should not depend on approval from others so much. Sapadin recommends 
that overdoers take care of themselves first, then when they are ready, help others to their best of your ability.

The priest's divine appeal for leni- 
ency was made during a mass for the 
family of Fiorentina Club President 
Vittorio Cocchi Gori. 

Speaking of violence, at least 
one person was killed and several 
others injured in the Democratic 
Republic of Congo when soldiers 
opened fire on a section of the crowd 
at a soccer game in Kinshasa on Sat- 
urday. The game, a playoff match for 
the national league title was delayed 



for eight minutes while soldiers 
cleared out the wounded and other 
fans fled. It was not immediately 
clear what sparked the incident. Con- 
go's military has instituted a crack- 
down ever since civil war broke out 
in August. 

In the United States, Bruce 
Arena, the new head coach of the 
national team says that the team needs 
to rebuild with young players from 
the Major League of Soccer. "We 
need a new base. All players are 
eligible, but we need to build with the 
MLS." said Arena, who has spent the 
past three seasons as head coach of 
DC United in the MLS.

OUA - Ontario University Athletics 
Released the names [December 1 st] 
of the twenty-six hockey players that 
will be invited to the training camp in 
preparation for the World University 
Games. The 1999 Canadian Repre- 
sentative team will be made up of 
players from the sixteen team OUA 
Hockey League, and they will look 
to improve upon the fine finish of the 
1997 Team that was made up of 
players from the Canada West Uni- 
versity Athletic Association. 

This year's Hockey Tourna- 
ment will host eight teams, including 
our Canadian Team headed by Coach 
Marlin Mulyeart of the Guelph 
Gryphons. Mulyeart, who was se- 
lected as head coach in Febuary 
[1998] will be joined by Assistant 



Coaches Barry Martinelli (Western). 
Graham Wise (York) and Team Man- 
ager Wayne Cowing of Laurier. 

'The goal for this team is the 
same as any Canadian Hockey Team, 
to pursue the gold medal in any com- 
petition anywhere in the world", says 
Mulyeart. Mulyeart acknowledges 
that some good players were not se- 
lected to attend the camp, but he 
stressed that the best team is not nec- 
essarily made up of the best players. 
Of those players invited to the camp, 
Mulyeart looks to Canada's leading 
University Goalie Luc Belager, a 
rookie All-Canadian last year, as a 
potential net minder. Fellow UQTR 
Patriotes Christian Caron and Daniel 
Payette, who lead the OUA in scor- 
ing, as well as the Windsor Lancers' 



Chris Gignac are among the top con- 
tenders for this year's team. 

Training camp [was] held at 
the University of Guelph from De- 
cember 1 9th to December 22nd, and 
the twenty-two players selected for 
the team will travel to the games 
which will be held in Poprad-Tatry, 
Slovakia from January 21st to Janu- 
ary 30th, 1 999. the team [has] also 
prepared for the competition with a 
game against the Slovakian Junior 
Team en route to the World Junior 
Cha.mpoinships in Winnipeg. The 
game was played December 20th at 
the University of Guelph.
